RESOCLVED, BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATI VES OF THE
NI NETY- SECOND GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF ILLINO S, THE
SENATE CONCURRI NG HEREI N, that there shall be submtted to
the electors of the State for adoption or rejection at the
general election next occurring at least 6 nonths after the
adoption of this resolution a proposition to anend Section 2

of Article X of the Constitution as foll ows:

SECTI ON 2. STATE BOARD OF EDUCATI ON - STATE SUPERI NTENDENT OF

EDUCATI ON CHt EF- STATE- EDUCATH ONAL - OFFF CER

(a) There is created a State Board of Education to be
elected or selected on a regional basis. The nunber of
menbers, their qualifications, terns of office and manner of
election or selection shall be provided by |aw. The Board,
except as limted by law, nay establish goals, determ ne
policies, provide for planning and evaluating education
prograns and recommend financing. The Board shall have such

ot her duties and powers as provided by | aw

(b) A State Superintendent of Education shal | be

nomnated at a general prinmary election and el ected by the

electors of the State at the general election every 4 vyears,

beginning in 2006. The State Superintendent of Education

shall hold office for 4 years begi nning on the second NMbonday

of January after his or her election. To be eligible to hold

the office of State Superintendent of Education a person nust

be a United States citizen, at least 25 vyears old, and a

resident of the State for 10 vyears preceding his or her

el ecti on.
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The nanes of the candidates for State Superintendent of

Educati on shall be printed on the ballot directly below the

nanes of the candi dates for Secretary of State.

Any vacancy in the office of State Superintendent of

Educati on shall be filled in the manner provided in Section 7

of Article V.

Until the State Superintendent of Education initially

elected under this Section takes office, the State Board of

Educati on shall appoint a chief state educational officer.

The State Superintendent of Education shall be the chief

educational officer of the State.

This Constitutional Amendnent takes effect upon being
decl ared adopted in accordance with Section 7 of the Illinois
Consti tuti onal Amendnent Act , and when t he State
Superintendent of Education initially elected under Section 2
of Article X of the Illinois Constitution takes office, the
term of office of the chief state educational officer

appoi nted by the State Board of Education shall expire.
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
